APPOINTED FEB. 4

COLUMBUS, O., Oct. 26.— 


State Prohibition Commission- 
er Clarence H. Sears suddenly 
propped dead here today. 


He was 65 years old. 
Heart attack was 
respon- 


sible for the unexpected death 
of the commissioner. He was 
stricken while shaving at his 
home here this morning. 


Sears, a native of Chillicothe, 


was appointed prohibition commis- 
sioner on February 4, 1931, by 
Governor George White. Prior to 
his appointment, he was an execu- 
tive of the Sears-Nichols Canning 
Company. 


For the time being, Sears will be 


succeeded as prohibition commis- 
sioner by E. C. Mathews, deputy 
commissioner. 


STARTLES CAPITOL 


The unexpectedness of Sears' 


death startled the state capitol. He 
had not been ill and was engaged 
actively in his regular duties on 
Friday and Saturday of last week. 


Sears was a graduate of the Uni- 


versity of Kansas and for 40 years 
was active in civic affairs at Chil-

was fitting that the first room 
in America to be dedicated to 


an ideal should have been dedicat- 
ed to 'tile freedom of the press, and 
if is aigniScant that the year 1931 
waSrChosenl-for the consecration of 
a "room -in'^Ine historic home of 
Thomas ^Siferson at Monticello to 
the cause "of a free press. 


Monticello was selected for this 


honor because it was Thomas Jet- 
ferson who added to the constitu- 
tion the bills of fights guarantee- 
ing » tree and untrammeled press, 
vrtio fought" against the alien and 
sedition. «cts, championed the op- 
pressed-editors of his day and sub- 
mitted himself as a willing sacri- 
fice to"prove the "falsehood of the 
pretext-that freedom of the press 
is incompatible with orderly gov- 
ernment. 
- 
This unusual dedication was part 


of a nation-wide movement to get 
tack to our national beginnings 
and rededicate ourselves to the 
ideals of those who founded the re- 
public. That movement got offi- 
cially wnder way when President 
Hoover ""signed 
the "Patrolts1 


Pledge of Faith;1 which was deliv- 
ered by autogiro to the newspaper 
editors and publishers gathered at 
MobticeHo^for the dedication.
